INTRODUCTION TO THE FREDERICK R. MAYER COLLECTION OF COSTA RICA 


Frederick R. Mayer was widely known as a consummate collector of art, coins, currency and stamps. 
In each of these collecting disciplines he built collections that are truly remarkable — all considered 
world class by anyone's standards. 


In the field of philately he formed several impressive collec- 
tions, including the United States five cent stamp of 1856, 
Colorado Territory Postal History, Steam Panama Markings 
and several “small” country collections from the various 
colonial empires (Nova Scotia, New Caledonia, Macao and 
Spanish Marianas Islands). But the one collection that gave 
him the most pleasure, and presented the most challenge, 
is his legendary collection of Costa Rica, including stamps, 
postal history, coins and currency. 


Sometimes when a collection is described as “legendary”, 
the perceived mystery of the collection, if it has not been 
seen by most collectors, is disappointing when it finally 
makes an appearance on the marketplace. Such is not the 
case with Mr. Mayer's Costa Rica stamps, coins and curren- 
cy. It is, without a doubt, the largest and most valuable ever 
amassed by any collector. It is simply breathtaking in its 
scope, depth and wealth of rarities. In fact, Richard Frajola, 
his long-time friend and advisor, has described the Mayer 
Frederick R. Mayer collection of Costa Rica as “the brightest star in a constella- 
tion of great collections”. 


Beginning in the early 1960s, Mr. Mayer's fascination with Costa Rican philately and numismatics 
increased with each new acquisition and soon became insatiable. After a trip to Costa Rica with his 
wife Jan, they decided to start a collection of pre-Columbian art from the area, that became what is 
now considered the finest collection outside of Costa Rica - which has been generously donated to 
the Denver Art Museum. 


Whether it was a stamp, cover, coin or piece of currency from Costa Rica, Mr. Mayer wanted to 
acquire it for research and study. It did not matter if he already had one, or ten, of seemingly the 
same item. His desire was to assemble the material in one place so as to be able to compare each 
nuance. Unfortunately, he passed away before he could take the time to fully organize and document 
all of his spectacular material. After his death, Richard Frajola finished the work they were collabo- 
rating on involving the early philatelic items of Costa Rica - “The Postal History of Costa Rica to 1883", 
which is being distributed by the Collectors Club of New York (all proceeds from the sale of the book 
have been graciously donated to the Club). 
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So now, after four decades in the making, the finest and most comprehensive offering of Costa Rican 
stamps, postal history, coins and currency is being offered to the marketplace — all at unreserved 
public auction. There will be no doubt among collectors that this is the epitome of a “once-in-a-life- 
time” opportunity to acquire all of the greatest material from a popular and emerging country — 
whether you are already a collector of the area or seeking out a new and challenging area to collect.

1831-CR E 8 Reales. Uncirculated. KM-22. The king 
of Costa Rican silver coinage and rare in any grade. 
Likely the finest extant and a can’t miss opportunity 
for the specialist. 


Surfaces: Lightly marked with several minor ticks on 
the mountain tops and in the sun’s rays. The reverse 
is similarly kept with several slightly larger dings in 
the fields underneath the leaves of the Ceiba tree. No 
marks on either side demand attention or are of signif- 
icant hindrance to the eye appeal. 


Luster: Semi-prooflike in the fields surrounding 
the legends. The fields inside the inner circle also 
maintain a prooflike appeal, but with less “pop” than 
in the peripheries. 


Strike: The legends are brought up with only slight 
weakness towards the date on the obverse and 
assayer's initial on the reverse. The centers are softly 
portrayed with planchet striations left in the 
mountains and below the tree. 


Eye Appeal: Given the reflective fields and an 
attractive smattering of gold, apricot, and olive 
patination, the “look” can be considered spectacular 
with the only concession being the central striking 
weakness. An original example that has clearly been 
well cared for over the centuries. 


Pedigree: Acquired from Freeman Craig Jr., for $8,000 
in July of 1982. Previously held by O.B. Windau of San
